Buildings Collapsed 


The boiler exploded in the evening,

children, were eating supper before 
commencing their night's work. The 
buildings of the mill collapsed entire- 
ly and the debris was hurled1 In all 
directions destroying 'other buildings 
nud killing and Injuring people 
in
